At September 13 Primary Election 


Candidates Seek Party Nominations

In less than two weeks 
Greenbelt Democrats and 
Republicans will be trekking 
to the polls to cast votes in 
the Tuesday, September 13 
primary. Generally, the 
turnout in an off-presidential 
year election is low. How- 
ever, a big turnout is expec- 
ted here in view of former 
mayor Gil Weidenfeld’s can- 
didacy in the Democratic 
primary for a Prince Geor- 
ges County Council seat. The 
County Executive race is al- 
so turning on the electorate. 

Already the battle lines have 
been drawn in the Fourth Coun- 
cilmanic District where Demo- 
crat Weidenfeld is pitted against 
G. Frederick Robinson and Rob- 
ert J. Callahan, both of Bowie. 
The race to capture the seat 
held for 12 years by Greenbelt’s 
native son, Richard Castaldi, once 
again features the Bowie-Green-

ment; Janine Mulling, Weichert 
Realtors; Susie Nelson, Suburb- 
an Bank; Jenny Parker, McCarl 
Dentistry; Tara Schwab, Green- 
briar Community Association;

The Miss Greenbelt Scholar- 
ship Pageant will award a $1,000 
scholarship to this year’s. winner 
and runner-ups will also receive 
scholarship awards.

Roughly half of the district’s 
registered 23,881 Democrats are 
from Bowie, while Greenbelt ac- 
counts for just 25 percent, ac- 
cording to the July 31 registra- 
tion figures. Although Bowie’s 
registered Democrats also far 
outnumbered those of Greenbelt 
in the 1982, 1986 and 1990 pri- 
maries, Castaldi beat the odds, 
including a victory over Robin- 
son in 1990. However, the pas- 
sage of term limitations pre- 
vented Castaldi and six other 
county council members from 
running for re-election. 


Weidenfeld hopes to mirror 
Castaldi’s success. Out on the 
hustings, knocking on doors and 
appearing at various coffees and 
forums, he is stressing his lead- 
ership roles and experience on 
the local, state and _ regional 
scene. His opponents, Callahan 
and Robinson, are also out on 
the campaign trail. Education, 


are the major issues being dis- 
cussed. 

Robinson has fired off the first 
salvos. Unhappy about the 28rd 
Legislative District Delegation’s 
tapping of Weidenfeld to join 
their team, Robinson erroneous- 
ly charged his opponent with 
supporting the  Inter-County 
Connector. Weidenfeld, a 22-year 
member of the Greenbelt City 
Council, consistently joined his 
city council colleagues in oppos- 
ing the ICC over the years, opt- 
ing for the “No Build” alternative 
instead. An engineer and an at- 
torney, Weidenfeld is retired 
from the U.S. Patent Office. 

Robinson, a former Bowie city 
councilmember, is a retired coun- 
ty police officer. Callahan, a cer- 
tified public accountant, is a 
former president of the Prince 
Georges County Civic Federa- 
tion. :

the Maryland Women’s Bar As- 
sociation’s Judicial Selection 
Committee. In addition she has 
served as a volunteer attorney 
for the Family Crisis Center. 


Although she is the quintes- 
sential “small practitioner” 
working out of her home, Mc- 
Carthy’s only form of advertis- 
ing has been on the back of a 
flyer for the Greenbelt Labor 
Day Festival. Her preferred 
form of advertising is the satis- 
fied customer. Among the satis- 
fied customers represented by 
McCarthy are the Greenbelt Co- 
operative, Greenbelt Travel Ser- 
vices and the Professional Fire- 
fighters Association.

It had been my intention to 
not participate in a dialogue 
about my withdrawal from the 
Ad Hoc Committee on the Resale 
Issues Committee of GHI. How- 
ever, because of Mr. Wallace’s 
letter in response to mine (Aug. 
25), I feel I must. 


There were several other reas- 
ons for my unwillingness to serve 
on the committee which were not 
re-printed from my letter to 
GHI. I objected to receiving, a- 
long with the notice of the first 
meeting, a two page enclosure, 
on letterhead from Realty I. The 
enclosure contained information 
comparing floor space and pric 


es between nearby condos and _ 


GHI homes. I would not have ob- 
jected to this if it had been pre- 
sented at the initial meeting of 
the Ad Hoc Committee. Howev- 
er, in all my years of serving 
on committees and Boards, in- 
formation was shared during and 
after meetings, not before, and 
with the approval of all of the 
members! 


I certainly have no objection 
to any member of GHI serving 
on any committee, but I do feel 
an outsider should be invited to 
give information, rather than be 
a member of said committee. 


Finally, to quote Mr. Wallace, 
“to reduce the financial barriers 
to purchasing a unit,” how does 
one express the opinion that 
realtor fees inflate costs and 
contribute to financial barriers? 
These inflated prices may influ- 
ence GHI tax assessments in 
addition to keeping costs prohib- 
itive for some potential buyers 
who have “public awareness of 
our co-op.” 


Once GHI acted as an agent 
for its own resales. Perhaps it’s 
time to do it again.

Repaving Underway 
On Capital Beltway 

The State Highway Administra- 
tion (SHA) has begun resurfacing 
the Beltway im Prince Georges 
County. The project covers ap- 
proximately 74 miles along the 
inner and outer loops from An- 
napolis Road to the 1-95/1-495 
split. Work also imeludes con- 
crete patching, drainage improve. 
ments and guardrail replace- 
ments. The work is necessary to 
replace deteriorated roadway and 
enhance motorist safety. 


Single lane closures will occur 
weekdays during off-peak traf- 
fic hours between 9 a.m. and 3 
p.m., with the majority being 
done at night between 9 p.m. and 
5 a.m. Detours arealso expected 
during ramp repairs from 9 p.m. 
to 5 am. Arrow boards and 
traffic cones will guide motorists 
through the area. 


The project is expected to be 
complete in fall 1995.

Co. Schools Hold Hearing 
On Capital Improvements 


The Board of Education of 
Prince Georges County will hold 
a public hearing on a wide range 
of school construction and reno- 
vation projects proposed under 
the 1995-2000 Capital Improve- 
ment Program (CIP). 


The hearing is scheduled for 
Thursday, September 8, at 6 p.m., 
in the Board Room at the Sass- 
cer Administration Building, 
14201 School Lane, Upper Marl- 
boro. Individuals who wish to 
testify at the hearing should 
register in advance by calling 
301-952-6115. 


The plan includes $172 million 
in capital improvements which 
would encompass the following: 
construction of a new high school 
and additions; construction of 
one new middle school and ad- 
ditions; and construction of 10 
new elementary schools, reopen- 
ing four, and adding onto 14 
others.

To Help Improve City

Community Development Director Celia Wilson and her 
staff are working to maintain what she calls the “unique- 
ness” of Greenbelt. Wilson heads the Greenbelt Community 
Development and Inspection Office. One of the duties of the 
office is to enforce minimum standards for maintenance 
of buildings and land in Greenbelt. 


So far, the work of the inspec- 
tors has been met with accep- 
tance in the community. “This 
program was developed with in- 
put from all segments of the 
community ... If there is a 
consensus program out there, this 
is it,” Wilson said. 

The office, which is also com- 
posed of two inspectors and in- 
spection supervisor James Ster- 
ling, was established to imple- 
ment the code enforcement ordin- 
ance enacted by the city counci! 
in 1993. “Our goal is to help 
improve the community,” Wilson 
said. 


Over 70 percent of the housing 
in Greenbelt is more than 20 years 
old, an age where buildings begin 
to show decline, according to 
Wilson. The quality of these build. 
ings has been improved through 
inspections and code enforcement, 
she believes. 


Wilson would like to concen- 
trate more on community out- 
reach. “As the needs of the com- 
munity change, the responsibility 
of this office will be modified,” 
she explained.

A former Anne Arundel County 
government employee, Wilson 
came to Greenbelt to have more 
interaction with the community. 
“(Our job) will grow in accept- 
ance if we do our job well.” 


The office accepts comp‘aints 
from anyone in the community. 
Each complaint is investigated by 
an inspector, If a property is 
found to be in violation of a code, 
the inspectors can issue a notice 
or even a citation as a last re- 
sort, Wilson said. 

“Everyone is treated equally 
with enforcement,” Wilson said. 


“The code applies evenly to every- 
body.” 


Currently, the office does not 
have a large enough staff to make 
inspections as often as they 
would like, Wilson said. In time, 
they hope to be able to inspect all 
of the 5,000 rental units in Green- 
belt. The largest complex im the 
city is Springhill Lake Apart- 


ments. 

The Community Development 
Inspection Office also issues build_ 
ing permits and city permits. For 
more information, cal] the office 
at 345-5417.

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Choosing a Candidate

With the primary election just around the corner, it’s 


important to understand the campaign issues. 


Understand- 


ing the issues is how we select candidates seeking our votes. 
Their looks, their personalities, how many times they are on 
TV, if we’ve ever met them—these, of course, are not our 


reasons for making choices. 


that way.) 

One hundred thirty-four years 
ago, it was easy to understand 
the issues. Abe Lincoln and 
Stephen Douglas went all over 
the countryside, arguing with 
each other over what should be 
done about the country, how to 
preserve the Union, and what 
to do about slavery. If Lincoln 
argued one way, Douglas went 
the other. They wrote their own 
speeches, or gave them extemp- 
oraneously, saying whatever they 
believed ins’ No entourage of 
speech writers and political ad- 
visors kept them on the right 
path. The voters had a clear 
choice. 

Photography was just getting 
started then. Movies and TV 
were totally unknown. It was a 
good thing, too for Lincoln. He 
was ugly as sin. There are those 
who say of course, that it’s not 
important how good you look, it’s 
only how tall you are. Well, 
Lincoln did win out in that cate- 
gory. 

Nowadays, looks are _ all-im- 
portant. You don’t win because 
of your knowledge or experience. 
That’s why some of the current 
candidates are trying to change 
their images. It has been rum- 
ored, for example, that some can- 
didates have been burning the 
midnight oil watching those TV 
ads for Monoxydol, hair weaves 
and spray-on paint. 

When a campaign begins, a 
candidate commissions a poll or 
looks up one by somebody else. 
Studying the poll is essential; 
candidates don’t know how they 
stand on issues until they know 
what the voters want them to be 
for, or against. Once they know 
that, they can come out squarely 
on the side of the voters. 

Sometimes the voters are split 
on an issue. That is the candi- 
dates’ worst nightmare. They 
must then convince both sides 
that they support their position 
while not antagonizing the op- 
posite side. For that, candidates 
need to use doublespeak. Some 
call this an art, but I think 
Prince Georges Community Col- 
lege has a night time course on 
it. 

This year, the big local issue 
is crime because crime is the 
number one concern of voters. 
For that matter, it’s the big is- 
sue on the state and federal lev- 
els too. The issue isn’t whether 
or not you are against crime; 
all candidates are against crime. 
The issue is, “Are you more a- 
gainst crime than anyone else?” 

Of course, a few voters dis- 
rupt the “I’m more against crime 
than you are” campaign by ask- 
ing candidates what they will do 
to fight it. Since nothing tried has 
seemed to work, the stock candi- 
date answer is to do more of it. 
“J will put more police on the 
streets. I will do this by elimin-

ating wasteful spending.” 
Off the Streets 

Or, “Let’s get the hardened 
criminals off the streets. Lock 
them in jail and throw away the 
keys.” We'll need more jails? 
“No problem. I'll build more jails 
with the money saved by elimin- 
ationg wasteful spending.” 

There is one divisive issue a- 
bout being against crime and 
that is gun control. For the one 
side, the issue is to prevent any- 
ene from getting a gun so that 
criminals don’t have any to use 
(even though a 500-year supply 
of guns for criminal use is al- 
ready out there). The other side 


advocates making the acquisi- ~ 


tion of guns easier so that every 
man, woman and child can have 
one to defend his or herself by 
shooting first anyone that looks 
at them the wrong way and 
asking questions later. 

In Prince Georges County most 
everyone seems to be for pre- 
venting anyone else from buying 
a gun, now that they have 
bought theirs, and so most of 
the politicians are for gun con- 
trol, 

Falling 

Education is another big is- 
sue. Candidates are falling all 
over each other trying to be the 
most critical about what’s wrong 
with our schools. Each assures 
us that she or he will turn our 
educational system around. The 
eatch is that our educational 
system is run by a separately 
elected Board of Education. It 
makes the decisions. In. Green- 
belt, only one candidate is run- 
ning for the Board, Suzanne 
Plogman, and she is sitting back 
and enjoying her free ride to an- 
other term. All the other candi- 
dates asking support from 
Greenbelters are running for of- 
fices in which they will have little 
or no influence in the solving of 
our educational problems. 

Taxes are another issue. All 
the candidates are against in- 
creasing them. (In between elec- 
tions our taxes go up anyhow, 
but we never find out who did 
it.) Well, if you don’t increase 
taxes, how can you afford all 
these new fangled programs the 
candidates propose to _ satisfy 
your every whim and fancy? 
No problem. They’ll pay for it 
by cutting the fat out of gov- 
ernment. Certainly that’s a good 
way of doing it, because that fat 
just seems to grow and grow 
each year all by itself. 

Well, the election coming up 
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is called a primary election. 
It’s so that the Democratic and 
Republican parties can _ select 
candidates for the general elec- 
tion, As usual the Democrats 
wil! have a good knock out, drag 
down fight, then pick themselves 
up and then declare party unity. 
The Republicans will quietly 
huddle in a phone booth and then 
announce their choices. 

The third party, however, 
seems to have the best system, 
That is the Declining Party.

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Firehouse Went Unmanned 


For Awhile, Says Chief

Greenbelt Volunteer Fire Department Chief John R. 
Wynkoop said that Greenbelt’s firehouse went unstaffed 
for as long as seven hours on Saturday, August 20, due to 
the failure of some volunteers to monitor their pagers. 
No damage resulted from the lapse, he said, and after 
“closed door discussions” with the firefighters involved, he 
is confident that the situation will not reoccur. 


“This was a very unusual 
thing,” he said. “It’s never hap- 
pened (before) in Greenbelt.” 

No fires took place in the city 
during the period. Wynkoop 
said that four calls came in to 
the Greenbelt company during 
that time, all generated by a 
faulty alarm system in a single 
building. 

Wynkoop said the first call 
came in at 11:36 a.m. and the 
last call was issued at 2:05 p.m. 

Calls Answered 

Captain Vincent Stagnaro, a 
spokesman for the Prince Geor- 
ges County Fire Department, con. 
firmed Wynkoop’s account. He 
said that each of the four calls 
were answered within four to six 
minutes, the average response 
time countywide, by other units 
in the area, primarily West Lan- 
ham Hills. 

A county fire inspector went to 
the building from which the spur- 
ious alarms were issuing and is- 
sued an order to correct the faul- 
ty alarm sustem, said Stagnaro. 
Wynkoop said that the address, 
7525 Greenbelt Rd., is a three- 
story building in Greenway Cen- 
ter. 

Wynkoop said the no-shows, 
who included both firefighters and 
emergency medica] technicians, 
were supposed to be available via 
pagers to answer calls handled 
through the county _fire depart- 
ment’s communications system 
and were not required to be phy- 
sically present in the station. He 
said that “duty crews” of volun- 
teers are only scheduled to be in 
the station on Friday and Satur- 
day nights, from 8 p.m. to 6 
a.m., although some live-in vol- 
unteers may also be present at 
other times while not on duty. 

‘Wynkoop said he did not know 
exactly when the lapse began, 
but that it could have started as 
early as 8 a.m. Saturday. 

He added that as soon as he 
was alerted to the situation by 
the county fire department, he 
ealled in other volunteer person- 
nel, and “from then on we had 
no problem.” The difficulty was 
resolved, he said, by about 2:45 
p.m. 

The News Review first learned 
of the incident from a letter sent 


= iy entree ee 
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in by a reader. Since the letter 
did not have a handwritten sig- 
nature and the author of the let- 
ter was unavailable for comment, 
it is not being published. 

The letter asserted that the 
absence of firefighters was due 
to a number of Greenbelt volun- 
teers attending a softball tour- 
mament elsewhere, a charge em- 
phatically denied by Wynkoop. 

“The softbal] games had noth- 
ing to do with it,” he said. “The 
firehouse was supposed to be staf- 
fed by people who said they were 
going to be there... . We thought 
we had the system taken care of, 
When those particular calls came 
in, these particular people weren’t 
around.” 

Safeguards 


Stagnaro said the county fire 
department’s communication sys- 
tem has built-in safeguards a- 
gainst any call going unanswered. 
When a fire company’s equip- 
ment is unavailable—more typi- 
cally because a second call comes 
in when the company is already 
occupied on another call—the 
computerized dispatch system au- 
tomatically refers the call to the 
next closest firehouse that is a- 
vailable. 

“We've never missed a call,’ 
he said. 

Stagnaro added that such oc- 
eurences — sometimes called 
“seratches” by firefighters—hap- 
pen for a wide variety of reasons. 
He agreed with Wynkoop that a 
scratch due to insufficient person- 
nel is rare. 

Greenbelt uses three career fire- 
fighters to work overlapping day- 
time shifts during weekdays. 
Most volunteers are unavailable 
then because it conflicts with 
their regular employment, a situa- 
tion that Stagnaro said is quite 
typical countywide. Wynkoop also 
said that staffing professionals 
in those periods is required by the 
county charter. 

The county’s mix of profession- 
al and volunteer firefighters has 
performed well, according to Stag- 
naro, and getting sufficient vol- 
unteers has not generally been 
a problem. He added that the 
efforts of the county’s 2,000 volun- 
teer firefighters and emergency 
medical technicians save the coun. 


te 


ty about $30 million annually in 
salary costs. 

Stagnaro said that county fire 
officials wil] work with Greenbelt 
if personnel shortages should a- 
rise. He echoed Wynkoop’s view 
that this particular incident was 
one-of-a-kind, and said officials 
are “absolutely” confident in the 
Greenbelt fire company’s capabil- 
ity to carry out its mission.

standing Citizen of the year 
is to receive the city’s great- 
est accolade—its way of ex- 


pressing appreciation for 


dedicated volunteer service 
to the community. Over the 


years, many recipients of 
this award have been women. 
Now each of these women 
who have made a difference 
in Greenbelt has also been 
recognized in a larger arena. 
All of them appear in the 
volume Women of Achieve- 
ment in Prince Georges 
County. 

This book is an illustrated ser- 
ies of biographies of more than 
250 women leaders who have re- 
sided and worked within ‘the 
eounty. It is a handsome folio- 
size volume, the idea for which 
came from Frances Anne Glen- 
dening, wife of County Execn- 
tive Parris Glendening. It was 
compiled and edited by The- 
rese CC. Yewell. Thanks to 
Tom Renahan, chair of the Ont- 
standing Citizen award commit- 
tee, who nominated them, all of 
Greenbelt’s honorees have been 
included. 

Three of these have long been 
active as members of the News 
Review staff—news editor Elaine 
Skolnik, who shared the honor in 
1974 with her late husband, Al- 
Mary Lou Williamson, the paper's 
long-time editor, who was recog- 
nized with the award in 1985; 
and Sandra Lange. Lange, a 
reporter, was - *~primar- 
ily for her service in 1987 as 
chair of the city’s year-long 50th 
anniversary celebration. 

Joyce Chestnut, Outstanding 
Citizen for 1990, was the first 
woman selected for that award 
who lived in Springhill Lake. Re- 
tired from a job as staff member 
with U. S. Senator Sam Nunn, 
she was an organizerofa neigh- 
borhood watch program, served 
as a member of the city’s Ad- 
visory Plannine Board, and has 
been active with the Greenbelt 
Cultural Arts Center and, lke 
Lange, with the Greenbelt Mou- 
seum. 

Florence Holly, Clara Brandt

A similar omission occurred in 
the biography for Chun Bramit, 
whose ™any ciminess 
friends and neigthors, especially 
to those who were ill and as a 
volunteer at the Greenbelt Con- 
valescent Center, were mecog- 
mized by her fellow citizens. She 
received special notice, however, 
in a June issue of tthe Prince 








Georges Journal, when her pho- 
tograph, in color, appeared on 
its front page as part of that 
paper’s reporting of the recep- 
tion when the book, as well as 
those it honored, was formally 
introduced. 
Political Figures 

A special section of the book 
lists all women who have been 
elected to public office in Prince 
Georges County. First, chrono- 
logically, in the list of those 
holding municipal positions was 
Greenbelter Elizabeth S. Har- 
rington. Also profiled in the book, 
Harrington was the city’s first 
woman mayor (in 1949). Two 
years earlier she had been the 
first female council member in 
any municipality in the county. 

Although other women §suc- 
ceeded to council memberships 
in the 1950s in various cities and 
towns, Harrington stood alone 
as a female mayor until Univer- 
sity Park elected a woman as 
vice mayor in 1972. This city's 
eurrent mayor, Antoinette Bram, 


Mary Lou Williamson oe 


who took office in 1994, completes 
the list which is given in the 
book. 

Besides our recognition as hav- 
ing elected two women mayors, 
Greenbelt is also noted for el- 
ecting women members to the 
city council: Elizabeth Maffay 
in 1969/70 and Bram in 1984/85. 
(The name of Rhea Cohen, who 
served from 1971-738 was appar- 
ently inadvertantly omitted. Ac- 
cording to the book, the list was 
compiled from a Maryland Mu- 
nicipal league directory.) 

Besides Harrington, Suzanne 
Plogman, elected representative 


te the county’s Board of Educa-. 


toon and former chair. of the 
Prince..Georges,. County. Commis- 


sion for Women, is included 
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among political 


figures whose 
biographies appear in the book. 
(The late Gladys Spellman,

received national attention. Both 
Hensel and Lange were nomin- 
ated by their admiring daught- 
ers. 

Sylvia Reisher, Beatrice Rod- 
gers and Linda Shevitz are three 
other Greenbelt women who have 
made a difference. In 1986 Sylvia 
received the first Gladys Noon 
Spellman Award - the county’s 
highest honor for a female em- 
ployee. “Bea” won the Spell- 
man Award two years ago. Both 
women have long been involved 
with improving the lives of coun- 
ty residents. A county employee 
during her entire career, Reish- 
er, is currently the director of 
the client services division of the 
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Department of Aging. A single 
parent, she credits the county’s 


Commission for Women with 
putting her on the road to suc- 
cess by providing information 
and direction when she needed it. 

Bea Rodgers serves as Direct- 
or of the division of the county's 
Department of Family Services 
that deals with persons with dis- 
abilities. Previously she was ex- 
ecutive director of the county’s 
Mental Health Association, as 
well as state president of MHA. 

Shevitz is an educational equi- 
ty specialist with the Maryland 
State Department of Education, 
where for over a decade she has 
headed Maryland’s Women Hist- 
ory Project, which has develop- 
ed curricular materials for use 
in the public schools. She has 
also served on the city’s Com- 
munity Relations Advisory 
Board. 

Two other honorees are noted 
as educators—one is Linda Ag- 
reen, who, although not a Green- 
belt resident, has worked here 
since 1976 as a teacher of math- 
ematics at Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School. In 1992 she receiv- 
ed the highest award in the na- 
tion for teachers in her field, the 
Presidential Award for Excel- 
lence in Science and Mathemat- 
ics. The other is Virginia Beau- 
champ—like Skolnik, William- 
son, and Sandra Lange a long- 
time member of the staff of this 
paper—who was inducted im 1991 
into the Prince Georges County 
Women’s Hall of Fame. Since

Marie Castaldi Remembered 


(At long-time former resident Marie Castaldi’s funeral 


on August 19, two present residents who were friends of the 


Castaldi family in their youth, as well as now, spoke of 
their remembrances of Mrs. Castaldi and her impact on 
their lives. We thought their recollections would bring back 
memories to other residents who lived in Greenbelt in its 
early days and requested permission to reprint them.)

When I think of Marie Cas- 
taldi the impression is always 
one of quiet elegance. She had a 
special quality that was just 
there, and set her apart from so 
many others. She always worked 
very hard, for her family, her 
church and her town, 

Marie Castaldi is one of those 
people that Greenbelt is all a- 
bout. She and her husband, Ed- 
ward, moved here just as the 
city was beginning, in 1938. She 
and her husband lived in a row 
house, like the rest of us in those 
early years, and raised four child- 
ren—Al, Lillian, Richard and 
Arthur. They will always repre- 
sent the quintessence of what the 
City of Greenbelt grew up to be. 
Family was really the center of 
it all, and this always seemed to 
be one special family, 

In the early days as the city 
was getting started and forming 
the organizations that made it 
the special place it was to grow 
up in, Marie was involved with 
much of it. She was a long time 
member of the Woman’s. Club, 
even serving as its president. 
Her involvement in Greenbelt’s 
majorette corps and tumbling 
group, was sparked by Lillian’s 
interest. In those early days, ma- 
jorette and tumbling groups were 
very active organizations for 
children as there was no televis- 
ion, so kids were more physic- 
ally active. 

She loved her family deeply. 
Her children were the center of 
her life. She encouraged them, 
and those of us who were her 
children’s friends to always do 
our best. No matter what any of 
us were involved in, she was 
there encouraging us on. 


Could They Dance 


She and her husband were ob- 
viously very much in love with 
each other. It was a true joy to 
see them together, whether they 
were just walking and talking, 
or dancing with each other at 
someone’s wedding or some City 
or Church function. Could they 
dance! It may seem like a minor 
memory, but it always seemed 
to say so much about them. As 
Lillian and I reached our teen 
years I can still remember the 
ballroom dancing classes she held 
for us in the living room at 11-V. 
Clear as if it were yesterday! 

Another important aspect of 
her life was her church. She was 
always active in the _ Sodality, 
Altar Society and Ladies of 
Charity. Although she and Mr. 
C. moved to Florida after they 
finally retired, they are part of 
the cornerstone of ... St. Hugh’s. 
They, like my mother, Peg Bal- 
dovin, and many others ~- the 
Bradys, Deans, Labukases, 
Flynns, Haslingers, and Barc- 
uses to name a few, were here 
when there really wasn’t one, 
we attended Holy Redeemer. 
Then they broke ground and 
built our school, with the gym 
serving as our Church on Sund- 
ay and the lunchroom on special 
luncheon days once a month at 
school. The reason that St. 
Hugh’s has such a legacy to 
build on is because of Marie Cas- 
taldi and those early parishion- 
ers and their commitment to 
their faith and their community. 

Even after we were grown, 
you could stop and talk to Mrs. 
C. about anything. She was in- 
terested in how you had grown, 


and still encouraged you to do 
your best. She was so proud of 
all of her children, but you could 
really see her shine when Rich- 
ard was elected first to the City 
and then to the County Council. 
It was important to her that each 
child cared for others as she had 
done all of her life. 

Her memory will always be 
with us. I hope that the example 
she set for us will be handed 
down to our children and their 
children.

Needless 
to say, she had a couple of reg- 
ulars for the remainder of the 
summer. 

It was wonderful families like 
the Castaldi’s that made me feel 
good about Greenbelt and kind 
of fall in love with it. 

After my military service in 
1945, I returned to GW and just 
had to come back to Greenbelt 
and say hello to some of my 
friends. 


It was then that Marie intro- 


duced me to her daughter, Lil- z 


lian. Lilian was a really cute little 
girl and very personable. Later 
she was taking tumbling at the 
Center School and she. had a 
real pretty teacher. (Eventually 
what happened was that Lillian 
was flower girl for her teacher’s 
(Eileen Mudd) and Peter’s wed- 
ding.) 

It wasn’t long before Lillian 
was babysitting for our daught- 
er Kathy and it wasn‘t too long 
before Lillian was Kathy’s in- 
structor with the Majorettes. 
She was not only cute but ver- 
satile. 

I will always feel indebted to 
the Castaldi’s, When you see the 
slogan, “Greenbelt Is Great.” I’m 
sure that wonderful families like 
the Castaldi’s helped to make 
Greenbelt great.

nesota, which has handtooled leather wall coverings. 


By contrast, the Greenbelt Mu- 
seum is tiny, but no less impor- 
tant in an historical sense. Many 
visitors to the Greenbelt Museum 
feel right at home, remarking 
that the house is just like the 
one they grew up in, not a. real 
museum.” Museum guides often 
have to remind. .visitors not to 
plop themselves down on the sofa 
because the furniture, like every- 
thing else in the house, is an ar- 
tifact to be carefully preserved. 

Gillette’s article onthe Green- 
belt Museum contains several col- 
or photographs of the interior 
of the house, including a large 
one of the living room and two 
smaller ones of the master bed- 
room and the kitchen. She dis- 
cusses Greenbelt’s beginnings as 
viewed through the documentary 
film. “The City,” created for the 
1939 World’s Fair. Images of 
the Great Depression, such as 
women cooking on dirty ‘coal 
stoves and hanging their clothes 
on a clothesline in smoke-filled air 
are contrasted with the first resi- 
dents of Grenbelt. Instead of 
children digging in the garbage, 
Gillette relates how Greenbelt 
represented fresh air, green 
spaces, and sunlight. “What we 
see in the Greenbelt footage (in 
“Th City”), is cleanliness, sun- 


shine, space, trees—and order... 


This kind of city spells coopera- 
tion.”

The Preservation article also 
touches on the furnishings jn the 
house, the Art Deco lines of the 
chairs, the Crosley console radio, 
the small wood statue of “The 
Family” sculpted by Lenore Tho- 
mas Straus, the WPA sculptor 
who created the “Mother and 
Child” statue in the Roosevelt 
Center Mall and the friezes on 


the Community Center. 

Gillette points out, the special 
features of each smal] room in 
the museum much as museum 
guides do on Sunday afternoons 
when the building is open for visi- 
tors. 

Many of us remember when the 
Greenbelt Museum was a dream 
of people such as Dorothy Sucher, 
who first proposed the idea in 
1972, It is an especially proud 
feeling for those of us who work- 
ed on the museum subcommittee 
of the 50th Anniversary Commit- 
tee to see “our” museum—the 
City of Greenbelt’s museum—re- 
ceiving national exposure jn such 
a prestigious magazine as Pres- 
ervation. It is also a proud mo- 
ment for the members of the 
Friends of the Greenbelt Museum, 
who have worked so hard to see

At the Greenbelt City Council work session on August 
9, members discussed the long-standing issue of speeding 
on Northway. Woodway Community Development, Inc., 
which consists of most of the residents on Northway and 
Woodland Way, had asked the City Council for help in 
controlling speeding on Northway and reiterated its call for 
assistance, in the form of speed bumps or humps, at its 
recent annual meeting.

Earlier in the meeting, council 
member Tom White suggested a 
trial installation of speed humps 
or bumps on Northway, with the 
city engineers working out the 
details. Later, Putens made sev- 
era] suggestions - a three-way 
stop at the intersection of North. 
way and Wcodland Way; marked 
pedestrian crossings; and a trial 
use of humps or bumps on North- 
way. First, however, he wants 
to measure the current usage and 
speed on Northway and surround- 
ing streets, so that questions of 
traffic diversion can be responded 
to objectively. 

Councilmember Judith Davis 
favors extending the inner walk- 
ways and liked the idea of the 
traffic island. She wants increas- 
ed police enforcement and pro- 
posed re-opening the sidewalk de. 
bate. She is willing to try speed 
humps on an experimental basis 
if that is what the neighborhood 
desires, but stated that humps 
must go from curb to curb to 
eliminate drivers weaving.

mark crosswalks; and improve 
police enforcement. Mark Davis, 
as the Woodway representative,
